(The 
partying 
and 
drinking shifted from the home to the 
automobile ) “ It s O.K., 
said Uncle 
Bill to Johnny’s father. “Everybody 
does it.” 
When he was 17, Johnny tried out 
for track team. He discovered that 
mari;» of the kids were using pep pills 
for greater energy and performance. 
When asked, the coach replied, “ It’s 
O K . Son every body does it.” 
When he- was 18, Johnny really got 
-.toned at his graduation party. 
Enable to function the next day 
because of his hangover, his father 
chuckled “Just a chip off of the old 
Mock I don’t blame you for hanging 
one on Son 
You finish high school 
only onr e Everybody does it.” 
When Johnny was 19 and in college, 
he was approached by an upper 
classman who offered him a few' 
joints of grass for $5 “ It s O.K., Kid,” 
he said, “everybody does it.” 
Johnny was caught in a pot party in 
an apartment Arrested and placed in 
jail, his father indignantly attacked 
him with, “ How could you do this to 
your mother and me? You never 
learned anything like this at home 
His aunt and uncle and coach were 
also very, very shocked. 
If there’s one thing the adult world 
can’t stand, it’s a kid who uses drugs.
